Hazard Area Vocational School Expands To Meet Growing Enrollment

■^.\ trade school in Eastern Kentucky had so many people 
to s, ply for admission the past three years that the school is 
building a new $465,000 tw.-story building to accommodate 
their growing needs for facilities. 

The Hazard State Vocational-Technical School at Walker- 
town is undergoing rapid expansion according to Director Wal- 
ter Prater. The new building, which will actually cost about 
*530.000. will contain 30,000 square feet and completion is 
scheduled for January of 1966. The two-story steel structure 
will be located in the Allais section of Walkertown. 

increases m demands for mechanics and heavy equipment 
operators are a couple of the mam reasons why the Vocational 
School is in the big expansion program. 

' We re in full swing in the regular program operation," 
Prater said, "and we re going to have to come up with some 
new programs or expand further to meet the needs." 

the school has accepted 120 high school students from 
the Perry County School System end 28 from the Heierd City 
Schools while the out-of-school youth end adults number 100 
for e total enrollment of 248, capacity for tho training school. 

To meet the expansion program, the Hazard State Voca- 
tional Technical School's regular program budget has increased 
by 48 per cent this year since the 1963-64 annual year. 

The established annual budget, which must be submitted 
on a fiscal year basis and approved by the State Department 
of Education the Legislature, jumped from lUU.lMMl m 196.364 
to *2 18,090 in 1965 66 



Also in the budget for this year is a new class entitled; 
"Highway Technology". This class is designed to teach people 
to assist the state highway engineering staff and take over 
many of the duties now being performed bv qualified engi-

neers. As a result the engineer is being relieved of many of 
his more elementary duties which will allow him to perform

Mr Prater stated that the Vocational School is working 
very close with the highway department in Frankfort on this 
project. 

A spokesman for the Kentucky Department of Highway* 
indicated that they can use -100 of these people at the pres- 
ent time, if th'v can meet the qualifications. 

This program will be a cooperative type program where- 
by tho school will provide the instruction and the department 
of highways will provide on job training axpanencas for all 
trainees/' commented Prater, "and we hope to have this pro- 
gram off the ground by the first of next year." 

'The State School's graduate* have very little trouble in 
finding job* as the school receives bundles of requests for 
automobile mechanics, welders and heavy equipment operators 

We can't begin to fill requests of industrial firms that 
we get, mentioned Prater, "cities are begging for automobile 
mechanics." 

Included in the school is an evening extension program 
that is designed to upgrade people m the job in which they are 
performing Classes of this nature can be established anywhere 
in Letcher, Perry, Knott and Leslie Counties if enough people 
make requests for the courses.

tairily have had angels write the Holy Scripture (and (or that 
matter He* could have had them preach alsni But for some 
reason He preferred to allow human bong*, to experience the 
events and either they or their contemporaries, historians, wcue 
allowed to write down miiny many things for later study And 
those recordings were jotted down in a very human w;n uist as 
other events would have been "put down " dur.ng that age 

Now Matthew and Mark and I.uke and John wer- human 
being’s who wrote down those events as honestly as possible The 
laird, in his Wisdom, allowed them to lie natural as lo their indi 
victual education interests etc. They expressed the ideas and 
descriptions as host they could according to the age* they wrote 
rn and the people the writings were most directly addressed to 
I have stated that they were H<>nost A deep study of what 
thev wrote indicates this Nut the least indicative ot their hon 
esty is that regardless of the fact that some of the episodes and 
conversations mi nicil .it least on the surfaciy to contrail it 
idea that they w« re trying to convey, they repeated them anyhow 
They honestly recorded to the best of their alul.ty the sayings ot 
Jesus that they remembered, even when they themselves could 
not understand them Du* events that Matthew. Mfuk I.uke and 
John tell »f happened alxiut two thousand years ago and naturally 
you and I we re not there But those events were of suc h magni- 
tude that they left an indelible Impression upon the memories of 
the witnesses 
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Tnc human hie spar, in the Roman Empire in thus” days was 
very very .short m comparison wrtli ours i f- today The average 
Irfv »pan wav eiglAfvn years So many (loathe a* birth wv or.e of 

the big causes of this short span Some few people lived a long 
time but not many Those events happened in a relatively obscure 
province or satellite of the Roman Empire. 

.Vs the multitudes who had witnessed those- events rapidly 
diminished it became imperative for the reliable eye witnesses 
still alive to write down those great happenings if they were to be 
preserved But by then many eye witnesses and bosom friends of 
Ihc eye witnesses were scattered in different countries telling 
their great story as they had been commanded directly or indirec t- 
ly They had been so impressed that their lives had been changed 
and they had dared ridicule, impnanment even torture to re- 
play those historical happenings to people who had never heard 
of the events They told the story to those who scoffed to con- 
vince them of the truth, and they told it to some who had heard 
it before and believed, but who needed fellowship and strength- 
ening 

Eventually the writing began Two of these writers of the 
first four (iospels wire eye witnesses The other two had associ- 
ated so much with eye witnesses and had heard the events d.s- 
cussed so earnestly and so often that their testimony is obviously, 
historically true 

One of these four writers Matthew 1 had been a tax collector 
before becoming a missionary He had a tendency to write much 
in miinetarv terms Being a Jew his writings are slanted to some 
extent toward Jewish custom and thought Another writer 'Mark), 
who w.isnt so well educated as one of them in particular had 
been a*ked by the t'hrsiians in the city of Rome to write because 
he had many of the facts about t*e Ilf- of rthrist at hi' disposal. 
This writer may or may not have ever actually seen Jesus, but he 
had been converted under the witnessing of Peter an eye witness 
and Apostle He bad accompanied Peter as a fellow missionary 
on early tours and no doubt had heard Peter an ex- fisherman, 
preaeh hundreds of sermons about Christ, no doubt reflecting in 
many sermons, a fisherman's viewpoint So, his reporting con- 
veyed a degree ot the fisherman's angle too and he wrote in a 
poor style of Greek 

Another one of the four .Lukei was a close friend of eye- 
witnesses and also came into contact with niany letters to the 
early churches written concerning Ghri.-ct events, and details. 
This man was a cultured Greek phyaman and he wrote in excel- 
lent Greek and from a medical man s view 

One of these Gospels was written in simple, everyday Greek 
by an eye witness iJoiuu a Jew and a fisherman. Each tells the 
same slory but each tells it in a varied way 

Some episodes air recorded in one Gospel; some in another 
Some are recorded m all the Gospels, or two of them or three of 
tln-m. AH the witnesses did not see all df the events, and they 
vary somewhat hi the way they express the things that they d <1 
see just as the observers of the basketball game varied in thur 
reporting PeopW do not turnout ly see everything or interpret 
everything aLke 

The Gospels were originally written in very very plain lang- 
uage that *131100 a spade a spade." But the character and sum 
total of these writings became (to obviously Heaven sent to stu- 
dents down through the years ithc gr«at depths of meaning have 
never been exhausted) that whatever translation snv group in any 
age h.»»l grown m< n.stomori io Uial translation in lime became so 



reverenced so sacred that the majority of readers always resist 
• d any change in its presentation For example, the New Testa- 
ment. having been written originally in Aramie. Greek etc was 
once officially translated into English as English was used in the 
early seventeenth century. And though it was not a perfect 
translation it was in very readable, understandable Engle h of 
that lime. This translation together with the Old Testament 
was known officially in England as the King James Version of 
Hill (There had been previous translat ons and even other 
English translations 1 By the time the twentieth century had 
rolled around, many, many words of English hud come lo mean 
something other than whi.<t they meant in Hill Customs had 
chang'd; later archaelogieal discoveries hud thrown new light 
on meanings in ancient manuscripts J>o. it became necessary 
to revise or translate the wonderful book into modern English 
again But people who had studied that old version for years 
felt that it was almost sacrilegious to alter anything about its 
structure Yet tie Book desperately needed to tie made clear 
again Millions had grown to doubt il because :t was no longer 
easy and clear to read To those who could read bul with scant 
education and no instruction concerning the It. hie it had either 
become very difficult to fathom or it had become old fogey, hob 
gobble, etc . to those who wanted to scoff. 

l;et me repeat that these reportings in the New Testament 
were originally recorded as clear and definite as tho.s- eye wit- 
nesses and contemporaries of that age could write and convey 
their impressions of what was seen and mamfe'led Obviously 
though these re|x*rters saw and heard and made their reports 
on the things that impressed them the strongest under the leader- 
ship of inspiration.

STATE GOVERNMENT 
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Gov Edward T Breathitt admits this ex- 
traordinary session of the General Assembly 
will not solve the problem of taxation created 
by the June H Court of Appeals decision. 

His present "rollback" is designed to give 
taxpayers some reassuranec that taxes will not 
cb oppressive on the 1966 assessments, and be 
readily -a>s that the 1966 regular session will 
have some problems and has even suggested 
that possibly a special session in the spring ot 
1966 may be necessary when all of the prop- 
erty assessments are in under the new 100 per 
cent ruling of the Court 

Some of the legislators from large urban 
areas objected last week to virtual exemption 
of race horses under the new proposed rate 
<>l one null on all livestock However, the gov- 
ernor. and his legal advisers do not seem to 
think that race horses can be put into a sepa- 
rate category Race horses are livestock the 
same as a $40 mule." he said. 

Under Breathitt’s proposal, the present 5- 
ent state rate on real property would dop to 
one and a half cents It seems a little hard to 
think that property assessments would increase 
enough to make up the loss of approximately 
S600.000 i nrevenue the virtual elimination of 
livestock, farm machinery and poultry would 
occassion 

The thoroughbred industry must be breath- 
ing easier by the action of reducing the rate. 
D r instance, livestock assessments in Fayette 
i* $2 661.000 and in Bourbon is $2,183,000. cen- 
ter of the thoroughbred industry in Kentucky. 
Livestock assessments for other representative 
i .unties are Franklin $234,375; McCracken 
$209,180: Warren $784,000; Logan 01.629.460; 
S mpson $1,094,060: Lee $56,065 No livestock 
ire assessed in Floyd. Knott. Leslie and Letcher. 

There seems a better than even possibility 
that the bill proposed now will be amended be- 
fore it comes out of Rules Committee for first 
reading, expected sometime this week. The 
governor indicated he is reasonably assured 
that the legislature will act responsibly", but 
he seemed prepared, when he talked to news- 
men last week, to agree to some amendments 
One of these may he that the 10 per cent in- 
crease will be limited to two years. 

There seems no risk here, either for the 
administration, school people, or the taxpayers 
since the 1966 session is yet to coine and the 
196H session could certainly deal with any ine- 
quities. 

There seems a gleam of hope for retired 
people in the future since he said much study 
will go on before, and in the 1966 session and 
beofre the 1968 session for classification of 
property under section 171 of the Constitution. 
Breathitt believes avenues will be explored in 
legal field to permit a special rate for homes 
although the Constitution forbids homestead ex- 
emption. 

Under the classification feature certainly 
the area for farm property will be explored, 
for potential subdivision property is likely to 
come under heavy assessment, and the tax 
bill will soar even under the lower tax rate 

Revenue Commissioner Jamse l.uckett said 
the $600, 000 loss will not come until the next 
budget jienod, and be expects "natural grow- 
th" to make up for this loss He pointed out 
that under the present biennium budget, when 
the estimates were liberal that the past fiscal 
year was ended with $4 million more revenue 
than estimated in the budget.
